She and Mr. Grapentin played to- 
gether with sympathy and under- 
standing. The piano iever obtrud- 
ed upon the violin but comple- 
mented each melodic phrase al:ost 
imperceptibly. 

The program was & challenging 
one. Performed as it was, it rated 
enthusiastic applause from the 
large audience. Most selections 
were familiar but not one was) 
hackneyed. 

Perhaps Mr. Grapentin’s. most 
ambitious undertaking was Lalo’s| 
Symphonie Espagnole, a rhapsody 
which contains beautiful, haunting 
melody and exciting rhythm. 

We doubt if the violinist made 
everything of it that he might have 
Often, in the many rapid phrases, 
he sacrificed accuracy to rhythm 
Admittedly, however, the latter is 
the more important in a perform- 
ance.
